anyhow. The modern methods of caring for 
the insane leads to the suggestion that it would 
be more humane just to take the patients out 
in the back lot and shoot them.

Tell it all, Contractor. We believe the road 
funds to be amply sufficient, provided, (what 
we will denominate without wishing to offend 
anyone) "turnpike brains" is need with the 
metal and muscle that is being annually ex 
pended upon our more than 300 miles of mag 
nificent road beds, throughout our county. 

In a former .kick we referred to some de- 
fects of sur road repair system. We call 
especial attention to a nuisance (of a score of 
years standing) just below the Bull Creek 
Schoolbouse. Any good road Committee 
would immediately put in a culvert there. We 
heru suggest that cement be the material used 
instead of stone and timber. 

Why not use cement on all our stone and 
small wooden-top culverts? Enlarging the 
smaller ones when necessary, thus maa.ng 
space for overflowing water. This road is 
kept out of repair the year round by the imbe 
cile practice of splashing a lot of too largely 
broken stone all over its hafd surface, instead 
of putting them in the ruts where they were 
actually neeeed.

MANY BASEBALLS 



Big Teams Use Over 30,000 Every 
Season -How They Get Away. 



«*.•••! • ••••••••••••••*•••••••••••••••••>••••' 
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More than 30,000 base bails are used a 
by tbe teams in national agreement 
leagaee. The New York and Chicago teams 
each use in the neighborhood of CO dozen balls 
a season for tbe home games, an average of 
nine balls a game for those scheduled on the 
home grounds. That seeou like a good many 
balls, but there is plenty of use for them. 

A couple of new balls are banded to the 
umpire when the game bagins, new ones are 
thrown out when those knocked over the fence 
do not return promptly, two or three new ones 
are given the pitchers before each game for 
limbering up and sometimes balls knocked into 
the crewd mysteriously disappear.
